SILVER LINING IN THE 
STREET CAR CLOUD. — 


Disadvantages of the threatened street car strike 
in Chicago will be apparent to the most casual 
thinker. Whatever the result may be for the 
strikers and the companies, a walkout will mean 
serious inconvenience for hundreds of thousands 
of persons in the city, loss of time and at least 
temporary additional cost of transportation and a 
general slackening of ordinary activities, with con- 
sequent financial loss to all concerned, 

But there is a silver lining in the cloud. Re- 
moval of the surface cars from the streets of the 
city for a few days would give us an opportunity 
to get a look at Chicago without these unsightly, 
cumbersome, and restricted conveyances. 


which wil] be chiefly motor vehicles. We have 
many thousands more of these vehicles today than 
we had in the car strike of 1915. They can, in the 
emergency, much more completely supply the city’s 
transportation requirements than even in the strike 
of 1919. Incidentally, we have more and better 


_ taxicabs and more and better private automobiles 
now than then. Also we have learned something 


about the possibility of providing through routes 
for automobile traffic, in addition to the boulevard 
system, as revealed by a recent ordinance author- 
izing establishment of such routes. 

All these things will tend to develop a makeshift 
but mobile motor transportation service ‘for Chi- 
cagoans in event of a strike. For those who can |: 
obtain access to such improvised transportation 


service there will be an impressive lesson in the 


possible advantages of a similar service properly 
equipped and organized and operating on well de“ 
fined routes at reasonable cost.
